He was vice president of the 
Vardaman Shoe Co. while Varda- 
man was president, before the 
firm entered bankruptcy in 1942, 
and is now president of the suc- 
cessor Ermtry Shoe Co. 

Senator Eugene D. Milliken 
(Rep.), Colorado, a member of 
the committee headed by Senator 
George L. Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land, stated: “As far as I'm con- 
cerned, the subpena will be 
issued.”: 

Milliken, although a Republican, 
has leaned over backwards in be- 
ing fair to Vardaman in conduct 
of the hearing, but it is known he 
regards Bittner as a key witness 
and considers it essential that the 
committee obtain his testimony.

Thursday, it 
was announced today in New York 
following the breakup of negotia- 
tions between the Federation of 
Long Lines Telephone Workers 
and the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. 

“The union’s demand for an 
18%4-cent hourly wage Increase and 
the company’s offer of 15 cents 
leave us with but one alternative, 
and that is to complete arrange- 
ments for a_ strike,” John J. 
Moran, union president, said. 

“We will strike at 6 a.m. Thurs- 
day.” : 

The Long Lines Federation, 
which has about 500 members 
here and 19,000 elsewhere, is an 
affiliate of the independent Na- 
tional Federation of Telephone 
Workers, which set the nationwide 
strike deadline two weeks ago. 
Seventeen affiliated unions, in- 
cluding the Southwestern Tele- 
phone Workers Union, represent- 
ing about 5000 employes in the 
immediate St. Louis area, are 
under strike call. 

No Local Settlement. 

John Crull, special representa- 
tive of the Southwestern union, 
said that failure to settle the 
Long Lines dispute will mean a 
walkout of local employes regard- 
less of the outcome of negotiations 
between the Southwestern unjon 
and the Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co, in their wage-hour dis- 
pute. 

“We won't sign a_ settlement 
until the Long Lines and each of 
the other NFTW affiliates sign 
agreements in their individual dis- 
putes,” Crull said, “It’s a matter 
of one for all and all for one,”

union and company officers failed 
to produce results, he added, and 
no other meetings are scheduled.

BRITAIN CALLS ON 
RUSSIATO EXPLAIN 
OVERSTAY IN IRAN 


Note Reminds Moscow of 
Treaty Requiring With- 
drawal — Rioting in 


Tehran. | 


LONDON, March 4 (AP) — A 
Foreign Office spokesman dis- 
closed today that Britain has 
asked Russia to explain its re- 
fusal to withdraw all Soviet troops 
from Iran in accordance with the 
British-Russian-Iranian treaty. 

A British note was dispatched 
to the British charge d'affaires, 
Frank Roberts, in Moscow for 


communication to the Soviet gov- 
ernment. A copy of the note also 
was sent to the State Department 
at Washington. 

The note was dispatched before 
the British cabinet met this morn- 
ing, less than 16 hours after For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin re- 
turned from a rest in the country. 

Roberts was instructed to “make 
inquiries” of the Soviet govern- 
ment concerning the Russian re- 
fusal to withdraw troops from 
northwestern Iran, 

Sources at the Foreign Office 
indicated they took a serious view 
of the situation’ particularly be- 
cause the Soviet government did 
not inform London of its decision. 

A dispatch #from Tehran said 
rioting broke ®ut during a dem- 
onstration by 2000 members of the 
leftist Tudeh party in front of 
the Parliament building today 
which caused a meeting of Par- 
Hament to be postponed. 

Witnesses said the fighting 
started when someone shouted 
“death to Tudehs.” Leftist lead- 
ers said rightists were responsi- 
ble for the rioting. They said the 
Tudeh members had gathered to

Veteran Held in Fatal Beating 
Of Wife’s 3-Month-Old Child 


PHILADELPHIA, March 4 (AP) 
—A 22-year-old former soldier was 
held without bail today on a 


charge of homicide in the. fatal 
beating of his wife’s three-month- 
old son. 

Detective Thomas Blong testi- 
field yesterday at a hearing that 
John Emmil Jr. told him he stran- 
gled Dennis Michael Emmil and 
then lifted the child and pounded 
his head three times against a 
table. 

The child’s mother, Fern Mary 
Emmil, 25, stood stoically while 
Blong testified. Assistant District 
Attorney Leonard M. Propper 
asked her, “Is this man the fath- 
er?”, indicating Emmil. “No,” she 
answered. 

Blong said Emmil told him this 
story: 

Emmil returned home after at- 


tending his father’s funeral Satur- 
day and then, accompanied by his 
wife and Dennis, went to the 
home of Mrs, Mul- 
land. 
The Emmils quarreled and John 
Emmil left. Later, Mrs. Emmil, 
with Mrs. Mulholland and the lat- 
ter’s husband, went to a taproom, 
leaving the child with the Mul- 
hollands’ 14-year-old daughter. 
Emmil entered the taproom and 
threw a glass of beer in his wife’s 
face. He then went to the Mul- 
holland home and took the child 
to his father’s home, where he 
killed it. He walked into a poliae 
station later and said, “Lock me 
up; I have just killed a baby.”

WASHINGTON, March 4—The 
long-awaited plan to modernize 
Congress was‘ presented to the 
Senate and House today by Sen- 
ator Robert M. LaFollette Jr. 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, Chairman, and 
Representative A, S. M. Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, Vice Chairman 
of the Joint Committee on the 

Organization of Congress, 

It proposes: 

1. To reduce the number of 
standing committees of the Sen- 
ate from 33 to 16, and to reduce 
the number of House Commit- 
tees from 48 to 18. 

2. That rules be formulated te 
prevent overlapping of commit- 
tee functions, and that the re- 
organized committees each be 
authorized to hire a staff of ex- 
perts. 

3. To give members of Con- 
gress $5000 increases, raising 
their salaries to $15,000 annually, 
and to authorize each Senatorial 
and Congressional office to em- 
Ploy an expert administrative 
assistant at $8000 a year te 
handle non-legisiative matters. 

4. That Congress provide for a 
definite recess period. 

5. That legislation be enacted 
to provide for the registration 
of organized groups and their 
agents who seek te influence 
legislation, and that the regis- 


tration include quarterly state- 


ments of their expend! , f

6. That experimelite ie made 
in changing times: meetings, 
with the possible ft on of 
night sessions.

Two Important Omissions. 

Two pointed omissions were 
made in the unanimous report. It 
failed to make recommendations 
on the selection of committee 
chairmen by some method other 
than the present seniority system, 
and it failed to submit a plan to 
break the strangling powers over 
legislation held by the House 
Rules Committee. 


The committee stated testimony : 


was heard and there were discus- 
sions of both these propositions, 
but there was “a lack of agree- 
ment” as to workable changes, 
Two members of the committee, 
Representative E. E. Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, and Representative Earl 
C. Michener (Rep.), Michigan, are 
members of the Rules Committee 
and were reported to have opposed 
suggested changes. 

There is the probability the com- 
mittee made many concessions in 
order to bring out a unanimous re- 
port and assure a better reception 
in the Senate and House. An ef- 
fort may be made to fight out the 
seniority and rules committee is- 
sues singly at a later time. 

The report will be divided into 
segments and portions referred to 
Senate and Houge committees un- 
der whose jurisdiction they fall, 
In the House, most will go to the 
Rules Committée. The organiza- 
tion committee, in the resolution 
constituting it, was empowered 
only to make recommendations, 
It could have been, but was not, 
given authority to present its rec- 
ommendations in the form of pro- 
posed legislation. 

Constitutional Crisis. 

In an introduction to the report, 
the committee stated that it was 
created in response to a wide- 
spread belief “that a grave consti- 
tutional crisis exists in which the 
fate of representative government 
itself is at stake.” 

“Public affairs,” the report con- 
tinued, “now are handled by a 
host of administrative agencies 
headed by non-elected officials 
with only casual oversight by 
Congress. The course of events 
has created a breach between gov- 
ernment and the people. 

“Behind our inherited constitu- 
tional pattern a new political or- 
der has arisen which constitutes 
a basic change in the Federal de- 
sign. Meanwhile, government by 
administration is the object of 
group pressures which weaker. its 
protection of the public interest.

The committee asserted its be- 
lief ‘hat no adequate improvement 
in Congressional organization can 
be undertaken unless Congress 
first reorganizes its obsolete and 
overlapping committee structure. 

“This is the first and 1 ost im- 
portant test of whether Congress 
is willing to strengthen itself suf- 
ficiently to support its present 
load, the report said. 

It was pointed out that 90 per 
cent of all the work of Congress 
on legislative matters is carried 
on in committees, and that most 
bills recommended by the commit- 
tees become laws of the land. 

Waste of Manpower, Time. 

“Congress can ro longer afford 
the luxury and waste of man- 
power and time in maintaining a 
total of 33 standing committees 
of the Senate and 48 standing 
committees of the House,” the re- 
port stated. “Only by untangling 
the existing overlapping jurisdic- 
tional lines and merging standing 
committees which today have al- 
most concurrent jurisdiction can 
present-day legislation be handled 
adequately.”

Appeals to House Democrats for Party Loy- 
alty—Bowles Attacks Congress—G. O. P.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
-~-The Democratic party staked 
its congressional prestige today on 
a desperate bid to salvage the Ad- 
ministration’s imperiled housing 
program, 

Meanwhile Chester Bowles, who 
marshaled his entire economic 
high command for a week-end 
criticism. of Congress because of 
price control setbacks on Capitol 
Hill, drew a Republican demand 
that he resign as stabilization di- 
rector. 

Robert Hannegan, Democratic 
national chairman, assumed per- 
sonal leadership of the eleventh- 
hour campaign to save President 
Truman's home-for-veterans pro- 
gram by wiring: each of the 239 
Democrats in the House: 

“Your action today may ad- 
vance or delay the solution to 
the nation’s housing problem. 
Your presence and support of 
the Administration’s veterans’ 
housing program is imperative. 

“Solid partisan Republican op- 
position to essential parts of this 
program, especially premium 

(subsidy) payments, threatens to 
torpedo the measure. The Demo- 
cratic party will be held respon- 
sible by the country for failure 
to solve the housing crisis, not 
the Republicans. We cannot let 
this happen.... Am counting on 
you to go all out for Administra- 
tion housing program Monday 
afternoon.” 
Line-Up in House. 

The present Houge lineup in- 
cludes the 239 Democrats, 191 Re- 
publicans and two minor party 
members.

Bowles led off by declaring that 
actions of Congress last week “rep- 
resented good news only for the 
black marketeers, for the gougers 
and the speculators, forall the 
selfish pressure groups who think 
that somehow, in an inflationary 
rough-and-tumble, they can get 
theirs and get out.” 

The new economic stabilization 
director noted bitterly that the 
House Appropriations Committee 
had recommended withdrawal of 
$2,250,000 in operating funds of 
the Wage Stabilization Board and« 
that the Senate had cut in half 
House-approved allotments to per- 
mit the OPA and the Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration to expand 
their activities. ; 

Housing expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt, lashing out at what he de- 
scribed as “one of the biggest lob- 
bies that has ever operated 
against essential legislation,” de- 
clared that if Congress defeats 
the housing bill the goal of 2,700,- 
000 homes for veterans in two 
years cannot be reached. 

Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, author of the Administra- 
tion housing bill, took to the radio 
to charge forces opposing the bill 
with “deliberate falsehood and in- 
nuendo.” He said he had asked 
the FBI to investigate “one set of 
forged telegrams sent from Texas 
to Congressmen.” 

The Bowles and Wryatt state- 
ments were supplemented by oth- 
ers from OPA Administrator Paul 
Porter, Civilian Production Chief 
John D. Small, and Chairman W. 
Willard Wirtz of the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told a 
reporter: 

“The votes in Congress are in ef- 
fect votes of no confidence in 
Chester Bowles, and indicate dis- 
approval of his methods, manners 
and his theories. It he wants Con- 
gress to give unlimited support to 
a program to prevent inflation, I 
suggest that Mr. Bowles resign 
and let the President appoint a 
less egotistical and opinionated ad- 
ministrator.”

27 KILLED WHEN AIRLINER 
STRIKES MOUNTAIN IN FOG 


Crash of American Lines’ Plane in California! 
Worst in Commercial Companies’ Records 
—Bulldozers Clearing Path to Scene. 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. March 4 
(AP) — Bulldozers cut through 
forest and brush on the steep 
slopes of Thing mountain today, 
clearing a path to effect the recov- 
ery of 27 bodies from a wrecked 
and burned American Airlines pas- 
senger plane. There were no sur- 
vivors. | 

The first bodies removed were 
those of two infants. Removal 
of the other victims was delayed 
by the difficulties of the terrain. 

Westbound from New York to 
Los Angeles, the plane struck the 
side of the fog-shrouded mountain, 
45 miles east of San Diego, less 
than an hour before its scheduled 
landing in Los Angeles. It was 
last reported over El Centro, 
Calif., at 7:53 a.m., and is believed 
to have crashed and exploded a 
few minutes later. 


The crash was the worst in 
Commercial Airlines’ history. A 
check of records disclosed the 
worst previous crash was on La- 
bor day 1942, when a Pennsyl- 
vania-Central transport was 
wrecked with a loss of 25 lives 
near Lovettsville, Va. On Jan. 10, 
1945, 24 persons were killed in an 
American Airlines’ plane near Los 
Angeles. 

Hail and snowstorms hampered 
progress up the 6000-foot peak. A 
sheriff's party which reached the 
crash scene, 1500 feet from the 


summit, yesterday found all but! 


the tail section and a part of the 
wing had been destroyed by 
flames. 

A newspaper reporter who 
reached the scene said the big air- 
liner appeared to have bounced 
several hundred feet after strik- 
ing the mountain. The plane struck 
near a road leading through the 
Manzanita Indian reservation. 

The bodies of 23 adults and two 
infants were found by seachers 
before the hunt was abandoned 
to await the dawn. Bodies of the 


other two passengers are believed 


to be in the charred wreckage.

FVEFIREMEN HURT 
IN ALARM BLAZE 


Knocked Off Ladder, Hit by 
Falling Wall—25,000 
Egg Crates Burn, | 


Five firemen were infured today 
in fighting a fire at 2805 Hadley 
street when they were knocked 
from a ladder and, showered with 
bricks as a section of the rear wall 
of a burning two-story building 
collapsed. 

The injured were identified at 
the scene as Capt. John Brady, 
4038 Greer avenue; Capt. Harry 
Flieher, 3016 North Eleventh 
street; Russel] Murray, 2420 North 
Grand boulytard: Clarence Meier, 
4031A Gre& avenue, and Eugene 
Lohbeck, 3737 Rebert street. All 
but Capt. Brady were taken to 
City Hospital, and their injuries 
were not immediately determined, 

Fire Chief Frank Egenriether, 
who was standing fiearby when 
the wall collapsed, narrowly es- 
caped injury. About 25,000 egg 
crates were destroyed in the fire 
which swept through the building 
occupied by the Leon Goldberg 
Egg Case Co. 

Goldberg, owner of company, 
and three employes who were in 
the building fled safely to the 
street. Nearby tenements were 
evacuated by police. Three alarms 
were turned in after the fire was 
discovered by a bus driver who 
saw smoke pouring from the rear 
of the building. The rear part of 
the roof caved in and a side wall 
also collapsed, 

Chief Egenriether estimated 
damage to the building at $25,000 
and $1000 to the contents. The 
flames raged out of control for 
an hour as firemen were hamp- 
ered by the danger of falling walls 
and soggy paper containers pre- 
vented water from getting to the 
flames.

Company Says 1814-Cent 
Increase Is Policy of 
U.S. — Union Holds 
Out for 1914. 


DETROIT, March 4 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers, pre- 
pared today to intensify its 104- 
day-old strike following refusal of 
General Motors to arbitrate. 

The corporation suggested that 


the UAW-CIO let its 175,000 idle 
members vote in secret on whether 
they wish to accept an 18%-cent 
hourly wage increase and return 
to work. The union is demanding 
19% cents as recommended by a 
presidential fact-finding board. 

Special Federal Mediator James 
F. Dewey called both¥sides to an- 
other negotiating sess late this 
afternoon. 

Union Offer. 

The UAW-CIO ‘had said Satur- 
day that it was willing to send its 
members back into the nearly 100 
struck G.M. plants under the Cor- 
poration's 18% cent wage increase 
effer if G.M. would submit the 
pay issue and others in the dis- 
pute to an arbitrator to be named 
by President Truman. 

The corporation replied it would 
not arbitrate the wage issue, 
which ii called the “only one.” 

“General Motors’ offer,” the 
statement read, “is within the 
wage policy of the country. It 
conforms to the wage pattern of 
the automotive industry. 

“That leaves only one issue, 
namely, the question of whether 
General Motors should grant a 
greater general wage increase 
than its competitors or more than 
the pattern for the country. We 
don't need arbitration to decide 
this point. 

“What, 
bitrate?” 
G. M. went on to suggest: 

“One of your justifications 
for the strike has been that the 
employes voted for it in an 
NLRB election. Accordingly, in 
the event that ,after further con- 
sideration, your delegates again 
reject our latest offer, we pro- 
pose that the NLRB, or some 
other independent agency con- 
duct a secret vote among our 
employes to determine whether 
they wish to return to work un- 
der an agreement embodying 
sur latest offers .. .”

Louis and served as executive di- 
rector of the committee for the 
new Constitution for Missouri, 

How He Got Churchill. 

Back at his college, he engi- 
neered an academic coup d’etat of 
no small significance by obtaining 
Churchill for the Green lecture 
—introduced by the President of 
the United States.- The story of 
how this was done has been told 
and retold in various forms, Dr. 
McCluer yesterday released an of- 
ficial statement describing how it 
was done, He said he had pre- 
sented the matter to his old class- 
mate at Westminster, Brig. Gen. 
Harry Vaughan, military aide to 
the President, and then to Presi- 
dent Truman, who “penned his in- 
dorsement on the letter of invita- 
tion to Mr. Churchill.” 

That letter pointed out that “in 
1936 a Canadian-born woman, Mrs. 
John Findley Green, established at 
Westminster College a memorial 
lectureship to bring to the College 
campus each year a man of inter- 
national reputation who would dis- 
cuss economic, social or political 
problems of international con- 
cern.” 

At the time the letter was sent, 
last August, Dr. McCluer did riot 
know that Churchill was planning 
to come to America. He did, how- 
ever, point out to the British lead- 
er that such a lecture would pro- 
vide him with a forum “in the 
heart of the United States.” 

Other Green Lecturefs, 

Although Dr. McCluer is not un- 
aware of the publicity value of 
having two such notable figures 
on his campus; tomorrow, he con- 
siders the event a part of the reg- 
ular education of the students at 
Westminster College, 

The enrollment at Westminster 
is 125 less than the normal level 
of 350 students. It will be back at 
its former level next fall—and Dr. 
McCluer has no immediate plans 
or desire to increase the size of 
the college. 

It has a faculty of 21 men, each 
of whom the college president con- 
siders outstanding in his field. 
Students all have an opportunity 
to belong to a social club, and 
most of them do, living in dormi- 
tories or fraternity houses, 

Dr. McCluer wants the college 
to perform one task only, and one 
task well—to give a sound lib- 
eral arts education to a smal] 
group of young men. The college 
is not co-educational, it has no 
professional schools and gives only 
one degree—Bachelor of Arts. 

Tone of Institution. 

The tone of the institution {s 
set by. the six Corinthian columns 
and ruins of a college administra- 
tion building destroyed by fire in 
1909, which dominate the seven 
buildings set on a hill on the west 
edge of town. 

Dr. McCluer is proud that facul- 
ty members stay long at West- 
minster College—the philosophy 
professor, Dr. D. S. Gage, has been 
there for 55 years. He is proud 
that 40 per cent of the freshmen 
graduate and that 60 per cent of 
the graduates go on for profes- 
sional study elsewhere. Normally 
about a third of the graduates go 
into medical school. Dr. McCluer 
tries to make them literate men 
before they learn to be physicians.

“The alternative to the British 
Joan is trade warfare between na- 
tions. Peace can be built only on 
a foundation of world economic 
co-operation and stability. The 
British loan is a cornerstone in 
the world’s structure of peace.” 

White House Statement.

He promised, as did the white 
paper on which the debate was 
held, that British armed forces 
will be cut from their present size 
of more than 4,000,000 men to 
1,100,000 by the end of this year 
but added: 

“To speed up demobilization still 
further would have been to wreck 
‘the efficiency of the services.” 

International Obligations. 

With the continuing conscrip- 
tion of young men to keep up the 
nation’s armed strength, Attlee 
said, 80 per cent of the men serv- 
ing on the day Germany surren- 
dered would be released by the 
end of the year. 

Referring to British internation- 
al commitments, he asserted, “we 
intend to fulfill” obligations to the 
United Nations. “The extent of 
the forces which will be required 
is still unknown.” 

Attlee termed the white paper 
policy “something of a stopgap,” 
explaining: “Our defense policy 
must be dependent on what is 
worked out by the United Nations 
Organization.” | 

He said the projected force of 
1,100,000 would include an army of 
650,000, an air force of 275,000 and 
a naval force of 175,000. 

“I hope that these armed forces 
will be susceptible of further re- 
duction but one cannot afford to 
take risks,” he told Commons, He 
said one reason for keeping a 
strength of more than 1,000,000 
men is to maintain order in India 
“so that the political transition we 
hope for can take place in a calm 
atmosphere.” 

Attlee made no plea for com- 
bining Britain's air, land and 
naval forces into a single fight- 
ing service but spoke of co-ordina- 
tion plans which he said the gov- 
ernment would announce in Com- 
mons “as soon as we can.” 

Prosperity Drive Broadcast. 

Attlee last night laid before the 
British people the pressing prob- 
lems of “this new era of full em- 
ployment.” He pleaded with all 
classes to buckle down and “win 
the war against want as we con- 
quered in the fight for freedom.” 

His broadcast to the nation 
opened a national prosperity drive 
in which employers and union of- 
ficials have been called to separate 
secret midweek conferences on 
production. . 

The Prime Minister declared the 
tritical question for Britain is 
whether it has enough manpower 
to do the double job of rebuilding 
the country and restoring the na- 
tion’s international trade.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP), 


AROLD L. ICKES declared 
H tne from “the average class 

of appointments we have been 
getting lately we can’t hope for 
very much in the way of leader- 
ship or good government.” 
Ickes, who resigned as Secretary 
of the Interior recently after a 
row with President Truman over 
the appointment of Edwin W. 
Pauley as Under Secretary of the 
Navy, did not elaborate. He made 
the comment on ah NBC forum 
broadcast Saturday. 


Asserting that “the advice of the 
Cabinet is not sought on vital 
things,” Ickes said that during his 
13 years in the Cabinet he “always 
referred to himself as a chief 
clerk.” 


He cited the late President 
Roosevelt's attempted reorganiza- 
tion of the Supreme Court, which 
he said was not broached to the 
Cabinet until the President’s mes- 
sage was already on its way to 
Congress. 


In a general discussion of gov- 
ernmental leadership with Thur- 
man Arnold, former United States 
Assistant Attorney General, and 
Prof. Edward H. Levi of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Ickes said “the 
President is the instrumentality of 
the party, and to that extent is 
lacking in power and force.” 


“Congress tries to avoid issues,” 
he went on, adding that after leg- 
islation has been referred to com- 
mittees and subcommittees “we 
find the egg has become addled.” 


Asserting that newspapers “could 
be more effective than they are” 
as leaders, Ickes said the press is 
“affected by economic interests.” 

“The newspaper of today,” he 
said, “is big business.” 

Turning to what Arnold de- 
scribed as a “metropolitan world,

Ickes said:

Missouri’s Relief Penury 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the Post-Dispatch of Feb. 19: “A 
further reduction in allowances by the 
State to persons on the direct relief 
rolls from an inadequate 65 per cent of 
their need to 55 per cent, effective 
March 1, because of insufficient funds, 
Was announced today by the State So- 
cial Security Commission.” 

In January, the State Treasurer re- 
ported a surplus of $25,000,000 in the 
Treasury. Yet the Social Security Com- 
mission gives “insufficient funds” as the 
basis for further reduction in general 
relief. 

Persons on general relief are sick, 
handicapped and UNemployABLE. No 
one of them is able to provide for his 
own needs. No one of them is 65 years 
old and, therefore, not one is eligible 
for old-age assistance. All of them live 
either alone or in a family composed of 
wholly unemployable persons. 

In 1944, general relief was given on 
the basis of 70 per cent of the eligible 
person's needs; in 1945, it was cut to 65 
per cent; on March 1, 1946, it will be 
reduced to 55 per cent. 

Furthermore, the amount of a per- 
fon's grant is determined by the use 
of a standard budget which is a mini- 
mum, and which has not been revised 
to keep pace with the increased cost of 
living since the budget was made two 
and a half years ago, 

Can citizens of Missouri continue to 
accept this tragic situation without pro- 
test? Doesn't anybody care what hap- 
pens to our sick and unemployable fel- 
low-citizens? Is freedom from want 
something we just talk about? 

An aroused citizenry could secure the 
release of an additional emergency ap- 
propriation of $1,500,000 from the $25,- 
000,000 surplus to make the necessary 
payments at 100 per cent level until the 
end of the fiscal year on June 30. Who 
will take the lead?

Merchants of Homelessness 


A real estate lobby is scuttling the Govern- 
ment’s national housing program. House Major- 
ity Leader McCormack calls it “the most powere 
ful lobby in my time’’—which includes 19 years 
in Congress. NHA Administrator Wilson Wyatt 
bitterly agrees with him, and last week’s record 
of a servile House of Representatives supports 
the charge. 

First, the House voted 145 to 88 to cut the 
Wyatt program, - which is designed to provide 
2,700,000 houses, from two years to less than 18 
months. Second, it voted 154 to 68 to reject 
price controls on old houses — without which 
there is no hope of holding new ones to levels 
where veterans and other left-out Americans can 
reach them. Now it is predicted that the House 
will also reject producers’ subsidies and price 
ceilings on new houses, both of which are re- 
quired to keep prices within toleration. 

This same lobby had already been allowed to 
push old-house prices up 25, 50, 100 per cent 
through exemption from price control during 
the war. And, further testimony to its power, 
it had installed one of its members as housing 
adviser to Reconversion Director Snyder, where- 
upon that official wasted precious months be- 
fore sensing the grave emergency. 

In the main, the lobby works as three trade 
bodies: the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards (whose members proclaim themselves 
“realtors”), the National Association of Home 
Builders (“operative”’ or speculative builders) 
and the Producers’ Council (building materials 
manufacturers). Here and there, individual ap- 
praisers, mortgage lenders and smaller groups 
of such people join as fellow travelers. 

The lobby is eternally busy—in Washington, 
in Jefferson City, on the mind of any gullible 
citizen who will swallow its frequent public pro- 
nouncements. 
spokesmen include Louis Maginn, who has un- 
remittingly fought the only feasible terms of 
slum clearance, and Cyrus Crane Willmore, who 
called the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill for public- 
private co-operation in urban redevelopment the 
worst legislation proposed since slavery times. 


What they say openly is ordinarily such trash 
as is reprinted under the cartoon today. One 
says that price controls on finished houses are 
unworkable and would stifle construction; he 
does not explain why so many builders were de- 
lighted to construct war-worker housing under 
very stern controls. Another, using the old de- 
vice of rejecting fact where fancy suits his pur- 
pose better, talks ominously about studying in- 
dividual sets of plans, etc.—when the truth is 
that the proposed form of control resembles, but 
is much simpler than, the arrangements under 
which munitions of war were produced profitably 
and in record time. Another hymns the specu- 
lative builder as risk-taker—passing blandly over 
the circumstance that there is no risk when there 
are hundreds of takers for every house. 


On a scale perhaps without parallel, it is the 
classic tactic of unscrupulous special interest. 
Clarity is always slow to overtake fomented con- 
fusion, and an Austrian Corporal has taught us 
that truth is slow to catch up with endlessly re- 
peated fiction. ‘The plain intent is to muddle 
the public, to make plain citizens hesitate to tell 
Administration and Congress what they want. 


Their opposition thus weakened and divided, 
the lobbyists can work more efficiently at pol- 
luting congressional action and executive initia- 
tive. “Spontaneous” letters and telegrams can 
always be arranged by their local chapters. 
Clouds of witnesses are marshaled and marched. 
There are open or veiled threats and promises 
for congressional ears. So the House of Rep- 
resentatives dutifully does the Wyatt program 
to death by piecemeal murder. Meanwhile, plans 
mature to murder the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill. 


The utterly insane circumstance is that these 
proponents of scarcity-supported extortion are 
working for the irreparable harm of their own 
constituents. The Wyatt program could at last 
make the industry efficient, stable, steadily pros- 
perous, and prevent a recurrence of the slump 
and stagnation which followed World War I. The 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill @ the bright hope for 
restoring the cities and urban property values, 
without which the housing industry cannot hope 
to flourish permanently. But the lobby is hell- 
bent to ruin them both. 

It is doing us all irreparable harm. Is it not 
time, then, for members of Congress to hear 
from a few million quarters that the arms and 
legs and heart and blood of the Wyatt and Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft programs MUST be provided 
—instead of leaving it to Democratic Chairman 
Hannegan? If Hannegan fears political reprisals 
tomorrow, do not the people have more to fear 
from inflation and homelessness today? 

Is it not time for the people as individuals and 
in “people’s lobbies” to rise up everywhere, de- 
nounce the lobby for what it is, promise oblivion 
to any official or legislator who does its bid- 
ding? 
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Success for Labor Statesmanship 

That persistent ghost of labor irresponsibility 
and wildcat strikes will not haunt the new con- 
tract between the CIO United Auto Workers and 
the Ford Motor Co. The agreement illustrates 
how employers and unions can enforce their con- 
tractual bargains, and how it takes both sides ‘to 
do it. 

Neither a union nor an employer gains any- 
thing from illicit work stoppages or other viola- 
tions of contract. Unions generally recognize 
that. They also recognize that the threat of 
firing is sometimes the only way to deter work- 
ers who ignore their duty to both union and 
employer. But labor leaders have hesitated 
granting such discharge authority to manage- 
ments which refuse to assure the union of its 


“own security. 


Under the Ford contract, both the employer 
and the union will gain security, and both had 
to make concessions to get it. Besides granting 
a retroactive 18-cent wage increase, Ford will 
continue the maintenance of membership plan 
which protects the union enrollment. The union 
promises to try to prevent illegal work stoppages, 
and to permit firing of workers who foment 
walkouts. 

The company also will pay union committee- 
men for the time they spend in the plant carry- 
ing out their responsibilities. That is fair pro- 


In St. Louis, for example, its — 
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cedure, for it helps the union to keep its part 
of the bargain. 

The CIO auto workers have been the world’s 
largest union, one of the most democratic and, 
at the same time, one of the least responsible. 
That was largely due to the union’s size, plus 
the jealously guarded autonomy of local unions 
which bordered on anarchy. Now, in trading 
security for security with Ford, the auto union 
has produced significant examples of union re- 
sponsibility and labor statesmanship. 
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Bittner Challenges the Committee 


Is it not a remarkable spectacle to see a sub- 
committee of the Senate, charged with the im- 
portant duty of passing on a nominee for the 
Federal Reserve Board, approaching its duty so 
reluctantly and grudgingly that a prospective 
witness, who says,he has pertinent information, 
feels obliged virtually to demand that he be 
summoned to testify? 

The potential witness is Frank O. Bittner Jr., 
vice president of the St. Louis shoe company 
headed by Commodore James K. Vardaman, the 
appointee, until it went on the rocks. Mr. Bitt- 
ner is ready to testify, seemingly eager to do so, 
but he has not been subpenaed, and has roused 
no reaction from the subcommittee except a re- 
mark by Chairman Radcliffe that he doesn’t see 
why it is necessary to “coddle a witness.” 

Mr, Bittner’s reply to this evasive statement 
carries a stinging challenge in its final lines: 
“Assuming that you and the other members of 
the subcommittee are motivated by the best in- 
terests of the country, why don’t you subpena 
me?” It will be exceedingly difficult, after this 
challenge, for the subcommittee to continue its 
air of aloofness and still make anyone believe 
that it is actually concerned about determining 
the facts as to Mr. Vardaman’s qualifications, or 
lack of them. 

The same logic applies in the case of the two 
Tower Grove Bank officers who have likewise 
not been subpenaed, though they have notified 
the committee that they have information to im- 
part, and also as to the five officers of other 
St. Louis banks who have told the subcommit- 
tee they do not consider Vardaman qualified. 

To paraphrase Bittner’s incisive inquiry: As- 
suming that the subcommittee members are mo- 
tivated by the best interests of the country, why 
don’t they subpena these eight men? The country 
is eagerly awaiting the reply. 
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A World Without Greenwich? 


Greenwich, Conn., is attempting to put the 
UNO in its place, which, the citizens say, ought 
to be somewhere besides Greenwich. The citi- 
zenry has voted by 2% to 1 against inclusion of 
their town in the UNO capital site. Thus the 
burghers have upheld their ancient tradition, 
that tradition being the right of wealthy New 
Yorkers to keep Greenwich as an exclusive 
suburban retreat. 

Well, in a sense the Greenwichers have put 
UNO in its place, and in a sense they haven't, 
For Dr. Stoyan Gavrilovic, chairman of UNO’s 
Site Committee, has answered with diplomatic 
firmness that speaks well for the world organiza- 
tion. He says Greenwich is only a small part 
of the proposed site, and “I think we can do very 
nicely without it.” 

What do Greenwich’s transplanted Yankees 
say to that? Will they regard what Dr. Gavrilo- 
vic said as diplomacy or an insult? The exclu- 
sive Greenwichers have proudly proclaimed that 
they can do without UNO, but it must be a 
frightening thought that the world organization 
can do without Greenwich. 
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Red Herring From Moscow 

The Moscow radio’s attempt to focus Secre- 
tary Byrnes’s speech of last Thursday on Greece, 
and thereby to divert attention from the Soviet 
Union's questionable tactics in Europe and Asia, 
is by now a familiar maneuver, 

It is true, as the Moscow radio says, that the 
British have been and are supporting a course 
of reaction in Greece. That is wrong, and Amer- 
ican voices—among them this newspaper’s—have 
spoken out against it. 

But wrong as British reaction in Greece is, 
it is something else entirely that is imperiling 
the peace of the world, and that something is 
the Soviet Government’s attitude of aggression 
toward Iran, Turkey, China’ and Korea, its en- 
couragement of separatism in Azerbaijan, Man- 
churia and Sinkiang. 

The Russian Government cannot exonerate its 
own wrongdoing in the eyes of the world by 
calling attention to some other nation’s wrong- 
doing. And the greatest obstacle today to the 
peaceful correction of wrongs everywhere is 
Russia’s defiant insistence on pursuing, as a 
lone wolf, a course of intimidation, intrigue and 
expansionism, 
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Uncle Sam has something like 17,000 wartime 


homing pigeons on his hands and no place to put 
them, The housing situation is soaring.

Representative Uxa of St. Louis has selected 
what appears to be the weakest excuse of all 
possible excuses—all of them weak enough—for 
the Missouri House's passage of a bill raising 
the salaries of two St. Louis Judges, a Prosecut- 
ing Attorney and two associates without know- 
ing what amounts were involved. “A purely 
family affair,” Representative Uxa said. 

If Mr. Uxa is getting around among families 
very much nowadays, he ought to know that 
there are no types of affairs in which the 
amounts of money involved at every turn are 
more scrupulously mentioned than they are in 
family affairs. They are more than merely 
mentioned. In most familes, they are viewed 
from. every angle, batted to and fro, dealt -with 
at length, width and breadth. 

What Representative Uxa was trying to say, 
presumably, was that the matter in hand was 
the kind of affair in which the persons involved 
would not be enough concerned to inquire as 
to the amount of money outgoing. What he 
should have said, therefore, was that it was a 
purely legislative affair—and leave that sacred 
and cash-conscious institution, the family, out 
of it.

DOUGLAS WHITLOCK, Chairman of the 
Board, Producers’ Council: 


The Chamber of Commerce and the Pro- 
ducers’ Council oppose on three counts any 
and all plans for controlling the prices of 
new or existing homes, 


In the first place, such controls are ut- 
terly unworkable. Secondly, they present 
grave implications, Third, they are totally 
unnecessary, 


Think of the careful, painstaking study 
that would have to be devoted to each in- 
dividual set of plans before a fair and 
equitable price could be set! Think of the 
time that would be required to ascertain 
the relative efficiency of each builder's 
own particular organization. Think what 
would happen, once a ceiling price had 
been established, if it were found neces- 
sary to grant higher prices for one or two 
or more of the major materials utilized in 
building houses, or if increased wage rates 


went into effect after construction had 
been started. | 

Not only that, think of the needless de- 
lays which would be experienced by any 
builder who was courageous or foolhardy 
enough to attempt to start a new housing 
development under such conditions, 


JOSEPH E. MERRION, President, National 
Association of Home Builders: 


Builders could not construct any impor- 
tant amount of new housing in the face 
of the delays, confusion and inequities 
which would inevitably accompany any 
such price-control plan. 

What we need most is to smash bottle- 
necks in production, channel materials 
into home construction, and prevent re- 
strictive operating conditions. If given the 
materials and manpower, and if relieved of 
oppressive regulation, control and competl- 
tion by Government, we could go ahead. 


ALBERT W. LOCKYER, President, New 
York Chapter, American Institute of Real 
Estate Appraisers: 

We are now writhing In the pains of a 
reborn economy which we hope will be 
based on private enterprise and free com- 
petition. 

It is true that a quick release might mean 
a serious relapse. There are those forces 
working which would like to keep these 
shackles of economic control more or less 
permanent fixtures upon the economy of 
this country. 

The biggest producer of housing space 
is the speculative and professional builder. 
This particular type of builder has always 
been an out#anding exponent of private 
enterprise. He is often accused of being 
avaricious—and to some extent the accusa- 
tion is justified. But he gets things done, 
and that is what we want and need right 
now. 

Building for speculation is always a gam- 
ble—a gamble with many elements--and 
the high risk warrants a high profit. 

Any regimented control over the size of 
that profit will surely discourage the pro- 
duction of housing, 


The Gold Rush of 1946

There’s a new gold rush in progress, the 
gaudiest in all history. The vein now be- 
ing tapped is huge—containing 170 billion 
dollars in war savings of the American peo- 
ple. The tireless prospectors include every 
type of gyp artist and con man known to 
police files. 

It is mathematically certain that their 
“take” from the claim this year will be 
large. The only thing that can prevent 
the exhaustion of the claim is endless vigi- 
lance and care on the part of the American 
people. 

Government, legitimate business, unions 
and police display anxiety over the fate of 
those savings. President Truman announced 
the other day that the Government “is 
happy to join with the other groups” in 
combating the gyp artists. 

The counter-movement is all to the good, 
but in the final analysis the individual 
American is the most dependable guardian 
of his own modest savings. If he refuses 
to fall for any of the 10,001 swindles now 
beckoning him, the gold rush will soon 
cease, 


One example, as reported by the Wall 
Street Journal,-concerns a San Francisco 
resident. Without investigation he “bought” 
a quarter-acre of Oregon tideland, from a 
man who didn’t own it, to start an oyster 
farm. The promoter promised to go to Ore- 
gon to plant oysters and send the profits 
regularly. He hasn’t been heard of since. 

The story has a preposterous sound. But 
any experienced policeman will concede 
that the more preposterous the proposition, 
the faster some suckers will bite. 

The nation, it appears, is in for a rash 
of phony nylon salesmen, of bogus wounded 
veterans collecting for magazines that nev- 
er arrive, of blue-sky-stock and oyster-farm 
salesmen. 

“Beware of tips and rumors and ‘get- 
rich-quick’ schemes,” is the current advice 
of President Emil Schram of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Another bit of good advice is the peren- 
nial counsel of the Better Business Bu- 
reau, “Investigate before you invest.” 

And don’t buy any oyster farms from 
strangers! 


Memories of Slavery Era 
Related by Its Survivors 


“Lay My Burden Down,” Edited by B. A, Botkin, 
(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 
Eighty-two years have passed since Abra- 

ham Lincoln proclaimed the freedom of all 

persons held as slaves in the rebellious 

South. It is almost incredible that one life- 

time could span the distance from the 

Emancipation Proclamation to the present 

day, yet not one but many lives have cov- 

ered this period. This book contains the 

Slave-time memories of: several hundred 

persons whom Lincoln freed in 1863. 

As Mr. Botkin remarks in his preface, 
only these survivors can answer the ques 
tions Americans still ask: What does it 
mean to be a slave? What does it mean 
to be free? How does it feel? 

Sometimes to be a slave (at least through 
the haze of 80 years’ retrospect) meant good 
living, assurance of food, warm clothes and 
firewood, periodic celebrations and gifts, 
protection against mistreatment by outsid- 
ers. Sometimes it meant savage beatings, 
casual murders by overseers, semi-starva- 
tion, dismemberment of families and pre- 
scribed mating (for slaves by definition 
were not human beings, and could be bred 
like other animals),

Most often, slavery meant enforced {fl- 
literacy and denial of religious expression. 
Always it meant confinement to the feudal 
estate; a slave caught off his home grounds 
without a pass was fair game for the “pa- 
trollers” with their guns, whips and blood- 
hounds, 

Perhaps this circumscription of move- 
ment under slavery was the reason so many 
Negroes, when freedom came, wrapped their 
few belongings and took off. Some headed 
vaguely northward; some sought long-lost 
children or wives; some looked for security 
with an affectionately remembered “good 
master’; some moved only a few miles be- 
fore arranging with a land-poor planter to 
raise cotton and corn on shares. 

One account tells how a large group of 
freedmen bought $5 “tickets to Africa” 
from a white man and waited for days for 
the train to come in. “Those tickets ain’ no 
good on this line,” the stationmaster told 
them, 


* . * 

At least {t was possible, when freedom 
came, to walk the roads by daylight. Stay- 
ing alive was another matter. “They turned 
us out like a bunch of stray dogs,” says 
One narrator, “no homes, no clothing, no 
nothing, not ‘nough food to last us one 
meal,” 

Says another: “We soon found out that 
freedom could make folks proud, but it 
didn’t make ‘’em rich.” Nevertheless, they 
got. by. An aged Negro sums up the sit- 
uation thus: “In slavery I has no worri- 
ment, but I takes the freedom.” 

The narratives from which this book Is 
drawn were collected by workers of the 
WPA Writers’ Project, who interviewed 
former slaves and transcribed their stories 
between 1936 and 1940. B. A. Botkin, for- 
mer folklore editor of the Writers’ Project, 
chose the accounts presented here from a 
much larger collection deposited in the 
Library of Congress,

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Haste Is Needed in India

famine in India, 
political plane imperative. 


The parliamentary delegations 
which returned a few days ago 
were unitedly convinced that de- 
lay would be fatal. In their opin- 
ion, India is at that turning-point 
where there must be swift agree- 
ment or a terrible catastrophe. 
The Government has taken deci- 
sive action at the eleventh hour; 
it is sending out a Cabinet ‘Com- 
mittee to reinforce the Viceroy in 
negotiating a full settlement with 
India. 

The committee will not be 
handicapped, as was Cripps, by 
having to work under the most 
rigid instructions and in the 
shadow of Lord Linlithgow, the 
Viceroy, who was as pompous as 
he was unimaginative, Lord Wav- 
ell is an admirable Viceroy and is 
not hidebound as was his prede- 
cessor by the conventions and 
ceremonials of office. Personally 
liked, it is generally understood 
that he realizes the critical nature 
of the position. 

The Government’s anxiety to 
solve the problem was demon- 
strated by the careful and concil- 
jatory statement on the mutiny 
made in the Commons by Prime 
Minister Attlee. It was a model 
of what such things should be. 
He did not condone the mutiny 
but there was no word of anger 
in what he said and an instant 
promise of investigation. 


India and Peace. 


I think the Labor Government 
_ now realizes what the Labor party 

affirmed in its special conference 
in 1944, that peace depends on an 
Indian settlement. Attlee and his 
colleagues have made the kind of 
start the Churchill Government 
should have made in 1940. If they 
succeed, they will have earned the 
gratitude not only of Britain but 
of the world. 

No one can afford to deny the 
magnitude of their task, They will 
be dealing with a sullen and re- 
sentful people, suspicious of their 
good faith, fully convinced that 
almost any British proposal is bad 
because it is British, and sharing 
the tendency of most frustrated 
people to think more of past 
grievances than of future hopes, 
Hostility was increased between 
the Indian National Congress and 
the Moslem League by the latter's 
insistence on the subdivision of 
India by the creation—I think it a 
fantastic proposal—of a Moslem 
State, Pakistan. 

There is the difficult issue of 
the depressed classes and their 
socia) status in an anachronism 
like the Hindu orthodoxy; there 
are special claims of minorities 
like the Anglo-Indians, the Indi- 
cans, the Indian Christians and 
the Sikhs. The Indian princes 
have treaties with the British 
Crown and will, no doubt, exhaust 
themselves by their efforts to re- 
tain their hereditary and mostly 
indefensible power. There is the 
interest of the European commu- 
nity in India, important because 
ft has such powerful backing in 
Britain itself, 


Where Indians Agree. 


The negotiations are to take 
place with groups as complex and 
as hard to persuade as the groups 
who are, somehow, to conclude the 
European peace treaties. All In- 
dians who matter are agreed on 
India’s right to independence. All 
are agreed that history has passed 
the stage where Dominion status 
was adequate. 

If the new India accepts asso- 
ciation with the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, it must be as 
a free state, deciding for itself. 
If the Cabinet Committee does not 
start on that as the premise of 
negotiations, it might as well stay 
home. I think the psychology of 
the Indian situation leaves the 
committee no option but to start 
with the premise of independence. 

The problem then becomes one 
of finding men with whom it can 
negotiate. Partly this depends on 
the result of the provincial elec- 
tions, partly it depends on the 
Viceroy securing forthwith an all- 
indian cabinet, not of his own 


LONDON. 


HE mutiny in the Indian Navy and Air Force, the grave street 
riots in Calcutta, Bombay and Karachi, the new intensity of the 
hostile feelings toward Europeans and the dread of approaching 
all these combine to make swift action on: the 


chosen officials but of men and 
women who are accepted as repre- 
senting great sectors of Indian 
opinion. 

There is the difficulty of Jin- 
nah’s insistence that he will not 
negotiate unless the concept of 
Pakistan is accepted in principle 
before the opening of the negotia- 
tions, 


Handicap of Rumors. 


There is the difficulty of the 
scale of intrigues and maneuvers 
which will weigh down each issue 
and each moment of the long 
task of arriving at agreement. 
There is the difficulty of public 
rumors. India 1s one of the most 
rumor-mongering countries in the 
world. In this aspect, the sheer 
clamor which will arise as every 
rumor goes on its expanding way 
is likely to be one of the major 
handicaps on the road to success. 

There must be success. No one 
on any side can afford to contem- 
plate failure. So that while British 
responsibility is heavy, I pray that 
Indians of all shapes and opinions 
May recognize that theirs is a 
heavy responsibility too. They 
and the British committee are not 
merely making a constitution but, 
in a very real sense, may be decid- 
ing the fate of civilization. 

That is why all must enter the 
negotiations not with the resolve 
to get their claims 100 per cent, 
but with the passionate determin- 
ation to arrive at a reasonable 
agreement. Jinnah has not merely 
to answer as to what he accepts 
to the Moslem League but must 
answer to the whole future India. 
So, too, with the British commit- 
tee, with Gandhi and Azad, with 
Nehru and Dr. Anbekar. 

They have all come to the stage 
where, if they cannot see their de- 
mands in world perspective, they 
betray civilization. For in their 
capacity to find common princl- 
ples depends peace and war, the 
future of many nations and the 
whole shape of things to come in 
Europe as well as the Far East. 

A successful agreement will im- 
Mediately ease all the deep ten- 
sions in the Middle East. It will 
soften the acerbities of the Medi- 
terranean issues. It will enable 
fuller attention to be given to the 
urgent tragedies of ravaged Eu- 
rope and, not least of all, it will 
turn much of what is the finest 
of the political leadership of India 
from a destructive to a construc- 
tive task, 


The Central Problem. 


It will enable the Indians to 
give all their might and heart to 
what is the central problem of 
India—-the power to transcend the 
ruthless, crippling poverty in 
which its 400 millions so largely 
live. 

I hav~ been in favor of Indian 
independence for over 20 years, 
ever since, by mere chance, I sat 
in the English Amritsar libel case 
and learned at first hand the 
truth of the great saying that no 
nation is ever fit to govern an- 
other nation. 

I believe that if we had the 
good fortune to make a treaty 
which will give a free India full 
right to govern itself and that if 
that treaty is made in the spirit 
of magnanimity, its achievement 
will clear the dark atmosphere 
into which our civilization has 
passed, It will begin the great 
task of using the victory of the 
World War II to accomplish the 
aim for which it was fought. 

The Attlee Government has 
taken a big step forward. If its 
members in India go on patiently 
and fearlessly along the same 
path, they may find in India lead- 
ers with the same patience and 
lack of fear that this first step 
has revealed. 

We have been in’ the dark and 
had an ugly time for more than 
a generation in the relations *e-. 
tween Britain and India. I hope. 
with all my heart that all those to | 
whom this mighty issue has been. 
confided will have the wisdom to 
draw back the curtain and let in.

TWO DEBUTS AT ‘POP 
SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Yura Osmolovsky, Violinist, 
and George Balch, Com- 
poser, in ‘Firsts.’

The final “pop” concert of the 
season given yesterday afternoon 
in Kiel Auditorium by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra was 


the occasion of two debuts. The 
first was that of Yura Osmolov- 
sky, a young violinist who joined 
the string section of the orches- 
tra at the beginning of the pres- 
ent season and who stepped out 
of the ranks long enough to give 
a surprisingly mature perform- 
ance of the Paganini Concerto in 
D-major. 

Mr. Osmolovsky’s treatment of 
the music went much beyond the 
accurate presentation of a score 
that involves many violinistic dif- 
ficulties. Its most distinguished 
quality, in fact, was its unforced 
poetic beauty. It gave the effect 
of having been presented after 
thorough assimilation. There was 
no exaggeration and no showing- 
off. The cantilen# passages were 
played warmly but with consist- 
ently good taste and the purely 
acrobatic parts with an ease that 
suggested a sufficiency of self- 
confidence. 

Mr. Osmolovsky’s tone was not 
always ingratiating, especially 
when the movement was rapid 
and double-stopping was involved. 
Some of this may be attributed 
to his instrument. In any Case, 
inflection and phrasing always 
showed discrimination and a con- 
viction about what the music was 
intended to convey. The audience 
gave him an extremely cordial re- 
ception. 

The second debut was that of a 
young composer, George Balch, 
whose composition “Portrait of 
An Actress,” was played for the 
first time, The style was homo- 
phonic and generally consonant, 
though occasional dissonances 
were used to give touches of 
color. Despite a lack of com- 
manding freshness of language, 
the music had the virtue of sound- 
ing personal, One felt, however, 
that the composer was not suffi- 
clently schooled to articulate his 
ideas as clearly as he felt them. 
The piece also suffered from hav- 
ing a weak, inconclusive ending— 
a defect that might have been 
avoided if he had had more expe- 
rience of his craft. 

The remainder of the program 
which was conducted by Harry 
Farbman was drawn from the 
usual “Pop” concert repertory. 
The audience of about 2000 re- 
sponded with enthusiasm to the 
whole program and several en- 
cores were played.

WHALEBONE CARVINGS 
DRAW MUSEUM CROWD 


Popular With Children—Eu- 
ropean Thorne Rooms Also 
Attract Throngs. 


An exhibit of scrimshaw, or 
whalebone carvings, only art na- 
tive to America except arts of the 
Indians, engaged the prolonged at- 
tention of large groups of children 
of grammar school age at City Art 
Museum yesterday. Older persons 
formed long lines to view the Eu- 
ropean Thorne rooms in minia- 
ture. 

Attendance totaled 6211, a new 
one-day record for 1946, topping 
the previous high of 5334, reached 
Feb. 17, by 877 persons. 

The carvings, part of the whal- 
ing exhibition of prints and other 
relics lent by Dr. E. Lee Dorsett, 
St. Louls physician, consist of de- 
signs incised in whalebone or 
whale teeth by seamen in the 
leisure of long voyages a century 
or more ago. 

Working with a crude sailmak- 
er’s knife, members of whalin 
crews achieved surprising effects 


| of delicacy and beauty. For their 


wives or sweethearts they fash- 
ioned large flat pieces of bone 
known as busks to be inserted in 
corsets, and ornate crimping 
wheels for use in pie-making. 

The purpose behind many of the 
prints, which are technical in na- 
ture, was educational rather than 
artistic. Several Arctic scenes de- 
pict a great variety of animals 
unnaturally crowded together, with 
several whales, a bear, a walrus 
and seals within a few hundred 
yards of large groups of whaling 
men.

Mr. Rumsey, 68 years old, died 
of cancer Saturday at Bradenton, 
Fia., where he had made his home 
since 1937.

one time president of the St. Louis 
Democratic League and a former 
director of the Mississippi Valley, 
Trust Co.

NY kind of pineapple makes 
Aceiicious salad, but when fresh 

pineapple is cubed and mari- 
nated with sugar long enough to 
produce juice for the dressing, 
there is a blending of fresh flavors 
that results in a superb combina- 
tion. After fresh pineapple is cut, 
cover tightly, as the aroma is very 
penetrating and will be absorbed 
by other foods in the refrigera- 
tor. When the combined salad in- 
gredients are chilled, keep only 
long enough to chill completely. 
Serve on crisp lettuce with a 
sprinkling of maraschino cherries 
and perhaps a perk sprig of water- 
cress, if available, for the final 
flourish or finishing touch. 


Pineapple Waldorf Salad. 


Combine one-half cup sugar with 
two cups fresh pineapple wedges 
and let stand in the refrigerator 
six or eight hours or over night. 
Drain. Reserve the juice for the 
salad dressing, which is made as 
follows: Combine two tablespoons 
sugar, one tablespoon flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt and one-half 
teaspoon dry mustard and mix 
with the pineapple juice (about 
one-half cup). Bring to a boil, 
stirring constantly. Cook until 
thickened. Add part of the hot 
mixture to beaten egg yolk, re- 
turn to pan with remaining hot 
mixture and cook another minute, 
Add one teaspoon vinegar. Re- 
move from heat and chill, Cream 
three ounces of cream cheese. 
Add cooked salad dressing, a 
small amount at a time, whipping 
until smooth after each addition 
until all has been blended to- 
gether. Chill and serve over the 
pineapple wedges combined with 
two tablespoons lemon juice,. one 
cup diced unpeeled apples, one 
cup diced celery, and one-eighth 
teaspoon salt. Add the salad dress- 
ing, toss lightly, chill and serve 
Garnish 
with maraschino cherries. Four 
servings.

Add one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and one-half 
cup milk and one-third cup sugar 
and cook in top of double boiler 
over hot water, stirring constantly 
until mixture is slightly thick- 
ened, Add the softened gelatine 
and stir until dissolved. Cool. 
Rub three-fourths pound creamed 
cottage cheese through a sieve. 
Add the egg mixture and one 
tablespoon grated lemon rind, 
three tablespoons lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, one cup 
cream and mix well. Then fold 
in two stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Turn into an eight-inch spring 
form pan which has been lined 
with breadcrumb mixture made 
as follows: Mix two tablespoons 
melted butter with one cup fine 
dry breadcrumbs and three table- 
spoons light corn syrup and three- 
fourths teaspoon cinnamon and a 
pinch of salt. Pat over bottom 
and up sides of the spring form 
pan to form a crust of uniform 
thickness, Pour in the cottage 
cheese filling and chill until firm. 
Remove sides of pan and serve. 
Eight-12 servings.

Common-Sense Medicine 


N the fall and winter months, 
| wren colds are so persistent and 

recurrent, one begins to won- 
der, “Will I ever get well?” Dur- 
ing a sporadic epidemic of colds 
the flu germ is not so prevalent, 
but when a general epidemic be- 
gins to take effect, the bug be- 
ging to be rampant, - 


Ordinary colds are different 
from the flu and the so-culled 
virus infection is still different 
from ordinary colds and the flu. 
Some persons begin with an ordi- 
nary cold, transfer to the flu or 
even the virus type of infection. 
The differences between a severe 
cold and the flu is not easy to de- 
termine, though in the case of the 
virus infection the patient shows 
definite signs of severe infection 
with all the symptoms showing 
proportionate severity. Chest and 
sinus infections are more likely to 
complicate the picture and a feel- 
ing of prostration is evident. Re- 
current or persistent infection de- 
mands more detailed study as to 
the possibility of a sinus or chest 
complication. 


In a persistent and irritating 
cough following any of the above- 
mentioned, infections the sinuses 
and chest should be studied by 
X-ray. Not infrequently the 
sinuses become secondarily inrect- 
ed and without pain, but associat- 
ed with intermittent sneezing, 
coughing and profuse nasal dis- 
charge varying in consistency 
from a watery to a muco-purulent 
mixture. This nasal discharge is 
constantly trickling down the 
throat, the trachea (windpipe) and 
the bronchial tubes and as a result 
a very harassing and irritable 
cough is produced. 
tion is made worse» when lying 
down or subjecting the patient to 
inhalation of dust or smoke or an 
over-heated crowded room. 


X-ray studies of the sinuses will 
disclose this complication and 
treatment directed toward proper 


This condi-. 


drainage will quickly reduce this 
disagreeable condition to a degree 
of comfort. This same X-ray 
study of the dhest will show if 
there is any complication creating 
a persistent cough. I suggest 
X-ray studies of the sinuses and 
chest in all cases of persistent or 
recurrent coughing following these 
winter jnfections before advising 
tonics, cough mixtures, vitamins 
and the like, Nasal: allergy de- 
serves some consideration and 
must be excluded. A rest and 
change of climate is sometimes 
advisable if the measures men- 
tioned fail to produce results. In

North’s six-spade bid was doubt- 
ful, but South’s redouble was not 
nearly that good! 

West — probably licking his 
chops, and who can blame him— 
laid down the club ace. South 
ruffed, cashed the heart ace, then 
ruffed a low heart. The fall of 
West's queen was comforting, and 
now South took a finesse to his 
own spade ten. West won and 
led anvther club. Again South 
ruffed, and when he led the heart 
ten, West let him win the trick, 
discarding a diamond while dum- 
my threw off its last club. 

For reasons best known to him- 
self, South regarded West's fail 
ure to ruff the heart ten as evi- 
dence that he now had only the 
king-small, and. determined not 
to let East get in a small trump, 
declarer boldly laid down the 
trump ace. It was a costly move! 
For now, when South shifted to 
diamonds, West followed to one 
round but ruffed the second, drew 
South’s unguarded trump queen 
—and collected three club tricks! 
Down five, for the staggering 
penalty of 2800 points! 


Quite aside from West's double, 
there were sound and compelling 
reasons why South should not 
have played his contract in such 
wide-open fashion. For one thing, 
East's play of the six-spot on the 
first lead of trumps had strongly 
indicated that he did not have the 
missing three, which meant in 
turn that West almost surely had 
four trumps. Thus, South should 
bave continued leading hearts, 
instead of releasing the trump 
ace. This would have saved three 
tricks, worth 1600 points, and 
would have done -something to 
compensate for the diamond slam 
that had been missed,
